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2,000 Inmates 
Cause Havoc 
For 6 Hours 


'Hell On Halloween' 
* Comes As Convicts 
Gripe About Food 


COLUMBUS, Nov. 1 — (JV~Six 
hours of hell on Halloween—a $1 
million “ bad food” riot by 2,000 
convicts — swept century-old Ohio 
Penitentiary Friday night. 
Eight buildings 
went up* in 
flames. Furnishings and equip­ 
ment were savagely beaten into 
¿¡Wreckage. 
A state highway patrolman, mis­ 
taken for an escaping convict, was 
wounded slightly on the head by a 
quick-shooting gnard. No one else 
was injured; no prisoner escaped; 
no hostage was taken. 
Gov. Frank J. Lausche flew to 
Columbus from Cleveland to take 
charge of the offensive against the 
convicts. 
Warden Ralph Alvis—the “ Big 
Iped” that several convicts shouted 
was “the best warden in the world” 
—pleaded by loudspeaker with the 
convicts three times. It was shortly 
after his last appeal that the virt- 
ual end to the mutiny came.

MILLING CONVICTS, spurred to 
anger by the needling of ringlead­ 
ers, threatened for a time to at­ 
tempt a mass escape over the pris­ 
on's 30-foot wall. Thirty-five grim 
guards, armed with sub-machine- 
guns, 
stood 
their 
ground. 
But 
somehow the escape attempt never 
jelled. 
Quickly the state and city mar­ 
shaled forces, pouring 250 guards 
• and officers into the flaming prison 
compound. Six hundred Ohio Na­ 
tional Guardsmen, r o u n d e d up 
from Central and Southern Ohio, 
mobilized before the sudden col­ 
lapse of the revolt. 
'V A scheduled 19:30 p. m. offen­ 
sive by the ^National Guard be­ 
came urifcW efLary. toid, hungry, 
beaten, most of the rebellious con­ 
victs moved back into the ceil 
blocks minutes before the Guard 
planned to inarch into the peni­ 
tentiary. 
Aid for the beleaguered guards 
at the 
penitentiary 
came 
more 
quickly than at many places, per­ 
haps because many Ohioans re­ 
mem bered Easter Monday 1930. 
That was the day convicts fired 
a cell block in a wild escape plot. 
The fire caused the deaths of 322

COLUMBUS, Nov. 1 — Uft-'Tll 
help you straighten out the chapel, 
father,” said one convict.

It was more than eight hours 
after the riot that brought an esti­ 
mated $1 million in damage to Ohio 
Penitentiary Friday night, 
a The Rev. C. Valerian Lucier, 
Catholic chaplain at the prison, 
stood beside the handful of things 
“ some of the better boys” dragged 
out of his chapel before it was gut­ 
ted by flames. 
A half-dozen inmates stood be­ 
side him. Lucier made no reply to 
the offer of help in cleaning up the 
chapel. Instead, he turned and star­ 
ed at his church as firemen stood 
by helplessly, unable to do any­ 
thing about the blaze. 
Finally the priest, who had stay­ 
ed among the prisoners in the 
courtyard even at the height of the 
violence turned and said: 
“ You know, some of the better 
boys actually tried to 
save 
my 
chapel.” 
One convict, tall and muscular, 
said, “ I didn’t help tear it up but 
I’ll do my share when it comes to 
%fixin' it up.” 
" A fellow inmate was quick to re­ 
ply: “That’s what everyone is gon­ 
na say—‘I didn’t do it’—but you 
don’t think they’re gonna believe 
you do you?”

'2,000 Inmates 
Cause Havoc 
For 6 Hours 


'Hell On Halloween' 
* Comes As Convicts 
Gripe About Food 


COLUMBUS, Nov. I - W -Six 
hours of hell on Halloween—a $1 
million “ bad food” riot by 2,000 
convicts — swept century-old Ohio 
Penitentiary Friday night. 
Eight buildings 
went 
up 
in 
flames. Furnishings and equip­ 
ment were savagely beaten into 
^wreckage. 
A {tate highway patrolman, mis­ 
taken for an escaping convict, was 
wounded slightly on the head by a 
quick shooting guard. No one else 
was injured; no prisoner escaped; 
no hostage was taken. 

Frank J. La us che flew to 
Columbus from Cleveland to take 
charge of the offensive against the 
convicts. 
Warden Ralph Alvis—the “ Big 
<£cd” that several convicts shouted 
was “ the best warden in the world”

The breakup of the rebellion was 
held up an hour by the Hashing 
knives of a dozen case-hardened 
convicts, who goaded 600 fellow 
prisoners into keeping up their de­ 
fiance.

POSSIBLY 100 diehards lingered 
in the courtyard after the mutiny 
had fallen apart, eventually forc­ 
ing guards to bomb them out with 
vtear gas. 
The outbreak, primed by a series 
of other uprisings in prisons across 
the nation, began in the mess hall 
at dinner time. Like a flash fire, 
the mutiny spread until it involved 
nearly one-half the prison’s 4,000- 
odd population. 
The first act of the Halloween 
drama was brief. Eight hundred 
of the original 2,000 convicts quick­ 
ly agreed to return to their cells. 
That left 1,200. Guards thought 
the back of the rebellion, staged 
to protest food the convicts call­ 
ed “slop” or worse, had been 
broken. 
Just as quickly, the second act 
started—an uncontrolled riot 
by 
1,200 convicts in the face of a total 
guard force of 35. Fire after fire 
broke out. 
At one time, about three hours 
after the riot started, Warden Al- 
vis 
said, 
“Nearly 
every 
major 
building is burning out of control 
Firemen, balked by the m ass of 
convicts and the slimness of the 
guard force, tried ineffectually to 
fight the sprouting blazes from roof 
tops and wall ladders.

FIRE DESTROYED five 
build­ 
ings — the commissary, Catholic 
chapel, laundry, personnel building 
and prison hospital. About 130 hos­ 
pital patients were removed safely. 
Fire 
and 
vandalism 
seriously 
damaged the auditorium, mess hall 
and kitchen. 
The convicts, including some of 
the hardest characters in the Mid­ 
west, armed themselves with meat 
cleavers, sharpened spoons, files, 
knives, anything that would kill. 
They smashed windows, jeered 
at the guards and scream ed curs­ 
es. 
Two hours before the end, four 
hundred more convicts lost their 
nerve and sneaked back througn 
the burning buildings to their cell 
blocks. Then another 200 gave up. 
That left 600 still roaming and 
huddling around sm all fires. 
These were the men threatened 
to the last by the knife-wielding 
fanatics, who finally succumbed to 
the pressure of 250 peace officers 
and prison guards.

thus able to save money in excava­ 
tion for the basement. 
Cost of the first church at the 
present location is reported to have 
been $12,000. 
Only the basement 
was completed at the time of the 
dedication, so services and Sunday j 
school were held in the foundation 
section until the upper parts were 
well advanced.

Civil Service experts esti­ 
mate tbat about 95 pe r cent of 
the 2.6 million federal employes 
are protected by the merit sys­ 
tem, although appointments un­ 
der this safeguard can be manip­ 
ulated politically. They often are, 
especially among postmasters. 
But there can be a complete 
and revolutionary change lrom 
the standpoint of policy making, 
tha viewpoint of the government 
and its attitude toward 
major 
problems here and abroad It is 
estimated, although no 
figures 
can be guaranteed 
as correct, 
that the President is responsible 
for The nammg of at least 5.000 
people to positions of tremendous 
influence. H may be 10,000. 


These include cabinet

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WORRY ABOUT JAPAN 
APPARENTLY THE RECENT Japanese 
elections in which the Communists w e r e 
goose-egged gave too much cheer to those 
hopeful that Japan is now a staunch ally 
in opposition to Communists and Red Chi­ 
na. There are 60 left wingers in the parlia­ 
m entary body of 466, and these are fanning 
the fires of discontent in Japan. 
Their propaganda encourages the people 
of Japan, especially the m erchants and la­ 
bor unions, to think that if they were al­ 
lowed to trade with China they would be 
much more prosperous. Because it is Amer­ 
ican policy that they keep away from Chi­ 
na, anti-Americanism is reported to be ris­ 
ing in Japan. 
As long as a pro-American government 
can be kept in power in Japan the situa­ 
tion will not be serious. The Japanese peo­ 
ple are notably amenable to government 
authority. But, taken in conjunction with 
European neutralism and backwardness 
about rearm am ent, the overall picture is 
not rosy. 
Europe wTould favor surrendering to the 
Reds in Korea and pulling out. If Europe 
is opposed to a policy of stiff opposition to 
the Communists, this country’s burden will 
be still heavier. 
As for Japan, it is true, as it has been 
in the past, that m arkets must be found for 
the products of 75 million people crowded 
into a small land space. Unless the Japan­ 
ese can sell their manufactures to b u y 
food, they may return to Moscow and Red 
China. 


WANT ADS BIG BUSINESS 
WANT ADS HAVE BECOME big busi­ 
ness in American newspapers. Once confin­ 
ed to a few columns or a page or two in 
the metropolitan dailies, every daily news­ 
paper today has a sizable want ad section. 
Volume of this form of advertising h a s 
more than doubled in the last decade. 
The reason is, of course, that individuals 
and business concerns have found t h a t 
these abbreviated sales messages pull tre­ 
mendously, whether a business service is 
offered or a second-hand wheelbarrow is 
advertised for sale.

To ignore the MacArthur saga is to I 
speak of Korea without mentioning Korea.
